STUDENT SELF-EVaLUATION, I - This evaluation is^usually read to the primary 
students and they place a check mark in the appropriate box. It is given at 
the .beginning and the end of each school year. 

STUDENT' SELF'EVALUATION^ 'iI and III - These are self-explanatory. 

TEACHER RATING SCALE - This scale is ^lled out at the beginning and end of each 
school year.^ The pre-test may be ^hown in red and the pos^-test in black to show 
if any improvement has been made. , ' |

PARENT EVALUATION' - Tins is given at the first parent- teacher- child conference 

and again at thd end of* the year conference to see if progress has been made in " 

the child's attitude toward school and his academic subjects.' - " 

ANECDOTAL RECORD - Whenever something significant hlappens to ? child it is recorded 
by tlje type of behavior shown, .the cause of the behavior, and the way it was 
resolved. It is good to have this^ data at parent- teacher-child conferences. o 

• ^PARENT CONTACTS - 'Frequent contacts with parents is necessary to ma^e a good 
program. This form will show how much interest parents have shown during the 
year eitheV by letter, phone, or conference . 

TEACHER COl^FE^EilCE - Discussion* with the reguJa'r classroom te^acher about a 

student's progress in the academic and social skIIIs in the regular olassroom 

are recorded » » . • \ 

BEHAVIOR CHART - This form is used to plot on-target and off-target behaviors. 
The teacher will record the undesirable behavior for approxima' ly a week. This 
\baseline data is then discussed with the student and a reward system is put into 
effect (treatment). After a student has shown great improvement over a certain 
period, the reward is withdrawn to see if he continues in the same manner. If 
the undesirable behavior reappears, the reward system needs to be put into effect

BEHAVIOR C^mACiT * This contract is made by the student and he is the one who 
choqses to change a behavior that either bothers others or hiinself . For «very 
day that h^ fulfills hia contract he puts a star In the appropriate box and a 
reward may be given foi* a certain number of stars Earned,. 

POINT CARU -'"Tftiis card shows 'a positive reinforcftment of desired behavior; 
Every time a child docs^something well, points are earned. The teacher, 
tutor, or the student himself may record the points. 'Rewards may'be given 
for a certain number of^ points earned. . . 

LET*.S MAKE A DEAL -* Certain, activities earn certain amount of points, depend- 
ing upon neatness, attitude, diligence, and accuracy. Bonus points are points 
given by the teacher whenever desirable behaviors are being stressed, e.g. 
"You didn't yell once this morning! I think you earned 5 points for controlling 
yourself," ftoints are saved and' can be curned in for rewards. ' • 

READING CONFERENCE - Wh^rt th« teach er^ or tutor rfealds with a student, comments 
related to his reading skills are recor4e.d (e.g. , .little 'intonation, doesn't 
stop- at periods, confuses b |ind d, doqsn-^t know the oy or pw sound), these 
comments will be helpful to plan individual" reading lessons. 

READING CHART - This is a visual record 6f a student's comnfehension and wor4 
attack skills. A green line is drawn on the 80% line. Whenever a student scores 
above this line, if is plotted in blue and whenever the score falls below the 
•line, it may be plotfed in red. • 

To help motivate a student, free reading maf be- given as a r<?ward when both the 
comprehension and word attack scores are above the 80% line. ' f 

SPELI^ING RECORD - A comprehensive record showing how a student is progressing 
In his spelling book. 

SPELLING TEST SCORES A graph showing how a student is doing on his spelling 
test. If a student has to learn 20 words a week, a line is drawn on |he 20 line. 
A green lino is drawn^on the 80% line, and the correct amount of words on the 
test is plotted. When the score falls b.elow the 80% line the graph will show ^ 
up \n red and the test has to be *taken again until he passes the 80% line. If 
all words are done correctly, a *star is placed on top and a small candy bar is 
earned* a " 

DAILY EVALUATION^ J , - This one was made to 'be used in thp regular classroom. 
The student writes ""down the things to be done. When an activity is completed ^ 
a check is put in the done box and the tfeacher initials it. At the end of the 
day tl^ teacher and student know what is done and what needs to be completed. 

DAILY EVALUATION^ II - T^is form is self-explanatory. 

WEEKLY EVALUATIO-J - This is a comprehensive chart showing what and how a student 
has done. The student may earh 1,'2, or 3 points in each subject for his attitude 
diligence, and accuracy. He may evaluate himself first; then the teacher may give

WEEKLY, PLAN « This shows. what work the student has completed at the end of 
the day* The student himself fills out his plan, .evaluates his recess and his 
day, and marks if he< fulfilled his contract (see Behavior Contract). 

Every morning is started with a conference for sharing and dfs cuss ion of the 
things that need to be done during the day. The children gather around the 
teacher during this time. .Whenever undesirable behavior is shown in the class- 
room the children are called for a conference and the behavior is then discussed 
by the students themselves. ' 

m OF THE DAY EVALUATIONS - These were developed for use by the regular class'- 
room teacher. The teacher fills these oyt fOr problem students" to be taken to' 
the counselor, LDG teacher, or the parents so that the day may be discussed. 
The IDG teacher may give points for the good evaluations so that rewards may 
be earned. ' • ' 

CITIZEN OF THE DAY AWARD ^. At the end of the day the students are called for a 
conference to choose the citizen of the day* , Five points. may be earned for this 
award. The student takes it home vihere most parents will follow up with a 
. special reward. * ■ . ,

A SUNSHINE NOTE - This note is given to a student for doing something nice or 
outstanding. Eithipr the principal or teacher may write the note. • 

PROGRESS REPORT - This is a re;)ort on the student's^ academic and social skills. 
It IS difficult to grade a student -rho has a learning disability and this form 
can be written out. In the comment- blocks suggestions and ideas are written to. 
the parents on hoW they may help thei^j-^hild improve. '

LAT TEACHER EVALUATION - An LDG teacher works with^many teachers and frequent 
communication betweeir the two is important. This evaluation was-drawn op in 
order to adjust the program to the teachers' needs. It is given twice during
